Section S003 states that the 
persons or agencies Carrying out 
the policy of Section 5002 
should also bring into 
consideration these factors: 

1) Numbers and percentages of 
students .* racial and ethnic 
groups in one district should be 
compared with pupils in each 
school and each grade of the 
district 

2) Comparisons made of 
schools in adjacent areas of the 
district 

3) Trends of population change 
within racial and ethnic groups 
in districts, in schools, and in 
grade levels. 

4) Effects on racial and ethnic 
groups when plans for selecting 
or enlarging school sites, or for 
establishing new or changing 
existing school attendance areas 
and practices. 

Also repealed in Section 5003 
would be legislation that 
requires the board of each 
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district to periodically submit 
statistics sufficient to determine 
the numbers and percentages of 
racial and ethnic groups in all 
public schools in their 
jurisdiction

districts would consider lans of 
redistribution of pupils. Not 
only the factors of selection of 
sites, boundaries, and school 
Organization by grade level 
would be considered, but also 
the effects of such alterations on 
educational programs.

After a complete study of 
alternative plans by the 
Department of Education, the

Along with these powers, the 
board will be given a myriad of 
laws regarding elections, strikes, 
boycotts, collective bargaining, 
and other matters to administer 
The more important of these are 
described here 

ELECTIONS 

No worker can vote unless he 
has been employed by the same 
person for at least 14 of the last 
30 days. If he has voted in 
another election in that area 
within the past year, he is 
disqualified from voting 

In order for a group to win the 
right to represent the workers, it 
must win a majority of the vote, 
even though there may be many 
groups competing 

These elections are to be held 
“At a time when the number of 
temporary agricultural 
employees entitled to vote does 
not exceed the number of 
permanent agricultural 
employees entitled to vote.” 

STRIKES AND BOYCOTTS 

In the event of a threatened 
strike or boycott against him, 
the farmer will be able to get a 
sixty-day restraining order 
before any such action can he 
taken 

No group will, legally, be able 
to call for a strike of boycott 
unless they have been certified, 


after an election, by the 
Agriculture Labor Board. No 
individual will be able to 


encourage a boycott by using a 
generic name to describe a 
product (like “lettuce’’) 

Keeping in mind the seasonal 
nature of the crops, the short 
picking time required for most 
crops and the constant migration 
of farmworkers from farm to 
farm, you will see why these 
provisions have attracted a great 
deal of controversy. 

According to a report prepared 
by the office of the Secretary of 
State, $240,000 was spent by 
the supporters of the initiative in 
order to qualify for the ballot

For this week, I covered a new 


place to dine in Sacramento - 
Wulff’s French Country 
Restaurant 


Those who have discovered this 

latest addition to our 
finest restaurants are enjoying 
something unique in the area 
Wulff’s resembles a country inn 
transplanted from France and 
presents a variety of French 
dishes. 

The luncheon menu features 
French and American dishes 
including a Crepe du Jour, the 
traditional French pancake 
served with a variety of delicious 
fillings such as chicken in a 
white wine sauce. Sandwiches 
and salads as well as steaks are 
also served. 

The dinner menu ranges from 
““Supreme de Volaille en 
Croute” -— breast of chicken 
stuffed with a delicate dressing 
wrapped in a pastry crust and 
then oven-browned — to “Boeuf 
a la Bourguigonne” - beef 
braised in Burgundy. 

Other dishes include veal, lamb, 
tongue, and Top Sirloin steak. 

In the finest tradition of 
French restaurants, Wulff’s 
service makes it worthwhile to 
dine there. Many of the waiters 
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are students of CSUS and all give 
better service than any other 
restaurant in Sacramento. 

For the review, I chose the 
‘“Tournedos with mushrooms 
and Madeira sauce’ - a cut of 
steak with a thick mushroom 
sauce and dozens of large 
mushrooms. All meals come 
with a large salad and an 
excellent ““Soupe du Jour”. 

I chose the Robert Mondavi 
Cabernet Sauvignon from 
Wulff's complete wine list, and 
recommend it for those who 
lack expertise in ordering wine 

Prices are very reasonable. The 
average luncheon runs about 
$2.50 and a typical dinner is 
about $5.50. The atmosphere 
alone is worth the cost 

Lunch is served Tuesday 
through Friday, 11:30 to 2. 
Dinner is Tuesday through 
Thursday, 6 to 9:30, and Friday 
and Saturday until 10:30. The 
restaurant is closed Sunday and 
Monday. 

Cocktails are available and 
there is a happy hour from 4-6 
p.m. Reservations are advised - 
particularly on the weekends — 
and may be made by calling 
922-8575. 

Wulff’s is located at 2333 Fair 
Oaks Blvd., between Howe and 
Fulton, behind Payless Cleaners. 
There is plenty of parking in the 
rear. 

So, whenever you are looking 
for a good meal, a quiet, 
luxurious atmosphere and 
excellent service at a reasonable 
price, give Wulff’s a try.

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the ineligibles

In the continuing saga of the “Sacramento 
13” we now find the situation in apparent 
limbo with no immediate solution to the recurring 
problein of ineligibilities at CSUS. 

With the consistency with which this sort of 
thing happens at CSUS, one must attempt to get at 
the root of the problem -- go where the people 
with the answers are 

The exploitation of an athlete has unfortunately 
become a historical tradition and I deplore the 
ruthless, heartlessfact that this year, thirteen of the 
institution's finest athletes are being held 
personally accountable for administrative-technical 
blunders as if it was they who were directly 
responsible for the “comedy of errors’ en masse. 

Fortunately Dr. Donald Fouss, Athletic Director 
at large and Dr. James Bosco, Head of the Physical 
Education department feel the same as I do - they 
feel bad. 

One cannot blame these two for being taken 
aback by the situation since they are the ones 
responsible for solving the solution along with 
other members of their task force. 

After momentary deliberation about a tape 
recorder | had with me for the interview, the three 
of us held a conference ~ unrehearsed. 

Both men, while at first appearing somewhat 
hesitant to talk candidly with the tape present, 
finally loosened up and the exchange of dialogue 
was underway 

I cannot help but reflect on the meeting and the 
feeling of paranoia displayed in these two fine 
gentlemen's attitudes -- that, you're out to get us 
type. I thought that warranted some speculation 

Following our formal meeting - and during -- I 
had the feeling that I was listening to a lot of 
technical paraphenalia being spewed - certainly 
not beneficial to me in any way 

However, both men were glad that I came to hear 
them -- so long as things weren't taken out of 
context. 

In any case, the conversation was underway and I 
immediately learned that the athletic program is a 
bonafied part of the academic process on this 
campus and is treated like any other course on this 
campus academically. This was not true a year ago. 

Now, the beneficial value of this new change 
athletically, will have to wait for Dr. Fouss’ 
interpretation of athletics - which may be some 
time from now.

physical education department and the coaches are 
bonafied faculty members. 

Obvious it would appear that the structure of the 
athletic programs 1s foundation. 
However there is still the problem of ineligibilities 
and other foul ups. 

What I felt during this meeting and after is almost 
indescribably. Like I said earlier, the paranoia 
vibes were unbelievable. 

It is astounding to think that the administrators 
and their so-called athletic programs can 
consistently prevail in evasiveness, devious tactics 
and pur technical blundering 

I fail to see just how the Far Western Conference 
which competes as a National Collegiate Athletic 
Association (NCAA) member can blatantly violate 
the NCAA 1.6 eligibility ruling and boldly attempt 
to justify it by what I feel are secretive and 
obviously misguided legislation in the guise of the 
FWC regulations. 

I cannot and will not justify any body of people 
that use athletes as pawns in uncalled for and 
unwarranted maneuvers to clean up their mistakes. 

Dr.’s Bosco and Fouss are in agreement that the 
house is in need of cleaning - and has been for 
some time 

You don’t have a broom large enough to sweep 
out the foul debri in existence in this 
mock-athletic program. 

It was shockingly revealed during the interview 
that the ineligible athletes were what they call 
“sub predictors’ -- that is failing to predict a 1.6 


one of solid 


or better grade point average as incoming freshmen. 


It is also astoundingly appalling to know that in 
view of this fact, some of these athletes, now 
sophomores and juniors, regardless that they failed 
to predict the required 1.6 as freshmen - were 
allowed to compete at all 

They were allowed to compete with Dr. Bosco ~ 
the man who is Dr. Fouss’ immediate superior — 
and Dr. Fouss, and all others involved in this 
masterpiece of chicanery stood by their guns, 
faithful to the FWC regulations ~ regulations that 
don’t amount to a hill of beans in juxtaposition to 
the powerful NCAA rules. 
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A man of Dr. Fouss’ stature, having confessed 
experience with the big time athletics scene should 
know better, while Dr. Bosco ~ although making it 
clear that he wasn’t against the NCAA “they're 
not that bad’’ — appeared to be laying the blame 
on that body 

Both also agreed that the athletes should not be 
punished, that perhaps the school and those others 
responsible should be held responsible. 

In an effort to alleviate the problem that 
pervades the athletic program a new device to clear 
up eligibility has been devised. Whereas according 
to the old eligibility form which would invariably 
indicate an eligible athlete by FWC standards 
regardless of the NCAA’s 1.6 ruling, various 
additional categories have been added to the new 
eligibility forms to provide for a 
checks-and-balance type operation. 

That’s all well and good. And the people are 
trying hard to do well for teacher, but right now 
they're doing horribly — perhaps they should be 
declared ineligible and lose a year of participation. 

Pushing and dealing in deception only further 
perpetuates the situation and increases greatly the 
mistrust by the victim against the perpetrator. 

What my conversation with Dr. Bosco and Dr. 
Fouss netted was just that — distrust and 
disappointment that my fellow athletes have been 
leveled to mere guinea pigs (myself included) to 
cover up for a mistake I feel quite strongly reeks 


of managerial incompetence. -—ootinued on page 4

Q. Getting back to EOP, how 
would you like to see it run? 
A.In terms of the best 
professional clinical service we 
can provide, to generate the best 
possible educational experiences 
for students so that they can 
become competent, and leave 
here with some skills that are 
marketable. 


Q.What are your views on 
quality integrated education? 
A.I think quality integrated 


education is simply the goal of 
this institution. No one can 
argue with a quality integrated 
education. Q.How do you feel 
about open admissions as a 
policy for Sacramento State? 
A I think in a state like this 
were we have such a large 
community and junior college 
system that in terms of the best 
uses of resources it’s probably 
better that Sacramento State not 
have an open admissions 
program. We have to have special 
Purposes institutions. The 
important thing is that we set 
standards for admission, that are 
not based upon ethnic or racial 
considerations or economic 
considerations. 

Q.How does this fit with EOP? 
A.I think EOP does provide an 
opportunity for individuals whc 
have the motivation, who have 
the capacity and may never have 
used it; who have economic 
problems that have come from 
ethnic and racial background 
that have been excluded in the 
past. It does provide them any 


Opportunity to come to the 
University. I think EOP fits 
beautifully into a selective 


institution. It provides an 
Opportunity for students to 
come in. Catch up and to make 
it. 

Q How do 


you feel about 


busing? A | think it’s a short 
term solution to a long term 
problem. The problem 
essentially is providing quality 


education (to) assume that no 
one can have a quality education 
unless the go to school with 
anglo children (is) nonsense. 
You can have quality all Chicano 
schools and quality all Black 
schools. Busing is not the 
answer, it may be harmful. The 
social and emotional adjustment 
may actually interfere with the 
intellectual adjustment that he 
(the student) has to make ... it’s 
a political solution to what in 
sense is an education problem. 
It’s not the best solution to the 
overriding problem of providing 
quality education for everyone 
Q Would you like to see it more 
integrated with the rest of the 
campus? A.It has to be...unless 
we do this the total campus will 
never make a commitment to 
EOP, as long as it’s seperate and 
special they'll be many 
people on this campus who 
won't worry about ethnic 
minorities and students from 
low income groups because 
they'll think somebody else is 
taking care of them, and I don't 
have to be bothered. It has to be 
a part of the central function of 
this campus so that we have a 
total sense of commitment.
